Belated Recognition; Senator Bilbo's Next Move; Patterson Rights Wrong

W A SH IN G TO N .—Today, ex-Gov- 
ernor O. Max Gardner of North C ar­ 
olina .sails lor his new post as Am er­ 
ican umbas.sador to the Court of 
St. Jam es. Ambassador G ardner has 
done a lot of varied and d ifficu lt 
things in his life, from hoeing corn 
to running the United States treas­ 
ury, but this is the firft time he has 
tried his hand at diplomacy. 
It is not, however, the flr.st time 
he has visited England. Elxactly 42 
years ago. Max landed in England 
under somewhat different ciicum - 
sunces.

Labor Law Foreseen To Make 
Private Ownership Workable

Both the big national labor or- 
ganizatiorus, C IO and A F L , oppose 
the 
labor 
legislation

form ulated, as a m atter of cotir-ve. 
O f the two, A F L is more temix‘rate. 
On past occa.sioivs, when the Hou.se 
made attempts to amend the VVag- 
ner Act tail of which were frus­ 
trated). A F L recognized the need of 
m odifying the Act. Th is doe.s not 
alter A F L ’s pre.sent deep concern 
about 
the 
legislation

written. It.s attitude, however. L not 
one of undlscrhiilnutlng opj»>.sitioii 
to anything and everything Ciir«*- 
fully sUted objectlon.s by A F L to 
some details, such a.s Uie profiosal 
to forbid the closed .shop completely, 
w ill get open-minded consideration 
In Congre.ss. 
Congress makes a distinction i>e- 
Iween A F L as a national body am i 
the actions of some of its consti­ 
tuent unions. On two CKcasions Con­ 
gress has enacted .statutes aimed 
directly to re.straln practices of some 
A F L unions. Nor is tiie disposition 
ill Congress to listen uiiilerstandliig- 
ly to A F L reduced by the tact that 
M r. Jo h n L. Lewis and his United 
M ine W orkers arc now a part of 
that body. Actions of M r. Lewis, 
especially the strike last fall which 
the Adm inistration regarded a.s a 
strike against the governiiicnt, were 
a large part of the precipitating 
eau.M* of the pre.sent legislation. But 
Congress thinks of M r. Lewi.« as an 
individual, one who goes his own 
way and tries to be a law unUi liim - 
.self. So far as it associates M r.

Early CIO Attitu d e Bitter 
The early attitude of C IO toward 
the proposed labor legislation was 
fine of headlong hammer-and-tongs 
opixisitlon.

The days of the ateam-powered type of railroad 
locomotive might be numbered but those In the 
Georges Creek region and elsewhere who depend on 
m ining for a livelihood can take new hope if they have 
entertained any thought that this might bring about 
a drmxtlc reduction in the consumption of coal.

lr. MTVire com pared with only 83 steam units, while 
ai 'he first of this year. 534 oil burners were on order, 
com pared with but 84 steam locomotives. 
The more glamorous Diesel engine has proven its 
efficiency so conclusively that to overcome th is trend 
away from coal burners the coal Industry and a group 
of railroad* have set about developing a coal-fired 
turbine unit which would outperform the oil burner. 
Such an undertaking is only natural because of th e 
fact th a t coal-hauling by railroads is one of th e ir 
it.a.1 or sources of revenue, and it Is to their advantage 
th a t production of coal be kept high. 
The new gas turbine that would burn powdered 
coal 
holds great promise of lowering locomotive 
operating costs well below that of the Diesels. 
If that 
becomes a reality, and there is no reason why it should 
r ot th en th e m ining industry will be ipared # rio u s 
setbacks despite th e threat offered by oil-burning 
ermines and by a growing surplus of gat for industrial 
and domestic uses.

Construction Industry 
The move by organised contractors and nineteen 
AFL unions to set up a national Joint com m ittee for 
th e purpose of settling labor-m anagem ent disputes 
In the construction industry is a hopeful and im port­ 
an t step. 
We think it justifies the enthusiasm w ith 
w hich President T rum an announced it. but it would 
be a m istake to expect too m uch, because all It m eans 
so far is th a t those involved have agreed to create 
arb:*ration m achinery which can prevent strikes and 
lockouts lf em ployers and unions are willing to use it. 
It does Indicate a realization on both sides th a t 
industrial w arfare does not pay. 
T he parties to th e 
agreem ent worked it out voluntarily, w ithout G overn­ 
m ent pressure. 
They prom ised to try hard to settle 
disputes in th e localities w here they arise, and to 
•■exert every effo rt” to have th e new m achinery used 
w hen such disputes can not be adjusted locally. 
On th e other hand, th e agreem ent offers little 
hope of solving surh problem s—even m ore serious In 
the building industry th a n in m ost others—as second­ 
ary boycotts and Jurisdictional strikes. 
These, we 
believe, are am ong the problem s th a t dem and correc­ 
tive legislation. 
This country, as Mr. T ru m an ’s announcem ent said. 
ha* had some o th er good labor news In recent days. 
He m entioned developm ents In the steel and rubber 
industries as evidence of a growing willingness to 
•resolve industrial disputes w ithout resort to force” 
and of m ovem ent tow ard “our ideals of free collective 
bargaining.” 
We hope the welcome trend described by Mr. T ru ­ 
m an is not due. in p art, to labor’s fear th a t a wave of 
strikes just now would bring drastic action by C on­ 
g re e . 
W hether or not th a t be th e case, th e whole 
Industrial picture is m uch brighter th a n it was a year 
a co, because free collective bargaining was impossible 
la ! year due to the G overnm ent controlling prices 
p.rd indirectly, wages. 
And. because a t th a t tim e, 
th e President was encouraging strikes. 
Mr Trum an adopted as official G overnm ent policy 
th e unbound theory th a t wages could and m ust be 
r^. ed without raising prices. 
He intervened, p er­ 
se: ally. to establish p attern s for wage increases. 
He 
gave union leaders and m em bers every cause to expect 
Administration support in enforcing th e ir dem ands. 
The situation has changed largely because Mr. T ru ­ 
m an's own attitude has changed. 
He is a wiser. 
be*ter friend of labor, now th a t he no longer is inviting 
unions to depend on G overnm ent for help in w inning 
•truces. 
And there is encouraging evidence th a t some 
union leaders are becom ing aw are th a t dependence 
on G overnm ent m ust lead, eventually, to lass of labor s 
freedom .

GLANDULAR SWELLING IN 
MUMPS 
T 


HE moon faced boy with a cloth 
wound around the jaws and 
tied at the top of Hie head is 
a familiar caricature. 
Since 
the neck region abounds in glands 
that are prone to enlarge for any 
number of reasons, mumps is blam­ 
ed all too often. But the virus re­ 
sponsible 
for 
the 
condition 
is 
choosey and selects only a few of 
these structures, a fact which I• 
helpful In making the diagnosis. 
Tile parotids are involved most 
frequently. These glands are located 
Just over the hinge of the lower 
jaw and furnish saliva. 
Ordinarily 
they cannot be felt but once Infec­ 
tion sets in, swelling is noticeable 
in front and slightly below tile ear. 
As with many contagious mala­ 
dies. mumps is passed from one in­ 
dividual to another thru direct con­ 
tact. A physician who had escaped 
the disease in childhood asked a 
young patient to ojien his mouth 
and say ’ ah.” When he placed the 
tongue 
depresser 
in 
the child’s 
mouth and bent forward to take a 
better look, the boy coughed sud­ 
denly. 
Since the medico was un­ 
able to duck in time, he re c k e d 
the full effect of the spray. Two and 
one-half weeks later he came down 
with the ailment—the interval which 
commonly elapses between exposure 
and the beginning manifestations. 
Symptoms of a nondescript nature 
may appear from 12 to 48 hours be­ 
fore glandular puffiness. They in- 
dud a rise in temperature, head­ 
aches. loss of appetite, vomiting, and 
genera] soreness. 
Then swelling in 
tile region of the affected gland is 
noted. 
Usually one side is attacked 
first and the other follows suit in 
a day or two. 
• 
As a rule. some degree of distress 
is present. The gland may be tender 
to the touch and aching accompanies 
any attem pt to chew. This is espe­ 
cially true when acid or sour sub­ 
stances are held in the mouth, and 
expains the aversion to pickles, 
olives, and lemon juice. Fever gen­ 
erally disappears at the end of five 
or six days and glandular enlarge­ 
ment a week or two therefter. 
H ie course that mumps runs Is 
not 
always 
so 
simple. 
Peculiar 
events can arise which will prove 
exasperating 
to 
the 
parents. 
Involvement of the opposite side 
may not take place on schedule, 
being delayed for two or three 
weeks. Naturally, the period of 
quarantine 
is 
doubled. 
Salivary 
glands other than the parotids, 
situated under the jaw in the area 
of the lower molars, can become in­ 
fected. 
Now and then spread to 
tile reproductive organs occurs, pre­ 
senting a more serious problem in- 
as much as sterility may result. 
Tile majority of patients require 
little care. 
By remaining quietly 
in bed. particularly while fever and 
swollen glands are exhibited, com- 
pications are often avoided. 
Pain 
is controled by applying heat or 
cold depending upon which affords 
more comfort. Since chewing is 
difficult, a liquid or semi-solid diet 
is 
best, 
eliminating 
acid-tasting 
foods. New .symptoms should be re­ 
ported to the physician Immediately 
as measures for the prevention of 
sterility 
are 
sometimes 
possible. 
Vaccines are of value occasionally 
and this angle is now being studied 
extensively.

W. H. HUDSON 
One of the strangest, shyest, and 
most solitary of human beings who 
have enriched the literature of the 
world was W. H. Hudson, the Eng­ 
lish naturalist. And yet few have 
been more beloved by those who 
caught something of the vital and 
scintillating personality that was 
his. John Galsworthy once stated 
that he was one of the greatest 
of all English writers. 
Tile epitaph on his grave reads 
thus: “He loved birds and green 
places, and the wind on the heath, 
and saw the brightness of the skirls 
of God." No matter from what angle 
you study this unusual writer, he 
must be reckoned as a genius. His 
fame—so late in arriving—is now 
worldwide. His appeal, however, will 
probably always remain for those 
of selective tastes in literature, and 
to those who are most interested 
in nature. 
“Oh, those wild, beautiful cries 
of the golden plover.” he once wrote. 
And. again, he said: “I could ex­ 
claim with Hafts, with but one 
word changed: "If after a thousand 
years that sound should float o'er 
my tomb, my bones uprising in their 
gladness would dance in the sepul­ 
chre!” ’ That's how inseparable na­ 
ture and he were. The quotation 
is taken from his book “Par Away 
and Long Ago,” one of the most 
beautiful and moving of all writ­ 
ings about a man s youth. Ile stated 
that “it was natural to cling to life 
and feel immortal.” 
Hudson loved life, every bird, 
every ower, every movement in na­ 
ture. every sound and every waft 
of the wind. He was truly one witn 
nature. His essay in his book “A 
Traveler In Little Things" on “Tile 
Return of the ChifT-chaff” is one 
of the undying gems in all litera­ 
ture. He humanized the birds that

Belated Recognition; Senator Bilbo's Next Move; Patterson Rights Wrong

WASHINGTON,—Today, ex-Gov­ 
ernor O. Max Gardner of North Car­ 
olina sails for Ids new post as Amer­ 
ican ambassador to the Court of 
St. James. Ambassador Gardner has 
done a lot of varied and difficult 
things in his life, from hoeing corn 
to running the United States treas­ 
ury, but this is the flrft time he has 
tried his hand at diplomacy. 
It is not, however, the first time 
he hat visited England. Exactly 42 
years ago, Max landed in England 
under somewhat different circum­ 
stances. 
He 
had crossed on a 
cattle boat as “nursemaid” to 500 
sea-sick steers. 
(His old 
friend. 
Bob Reynolds, later Senator 
from 
North Carolina, had recruited Max 
as a cattle hand and then bossed 
the Job.) 
Arriving in London cm the day the 
British were holding memorial ser­ 
vices for the late U. S. Ambassador 
John Hay. Gardner hailed a hansom 
cab and drove out to St. Paul's Ca­ 
thedral to a tte n d the ceremony. En­ 
route he got Into conversation with 
the cab driver who inquired regard­ 
ing the identity of John Hay. 
Gardner might 
have 
explained 
that Hay was former secretary of 
State and former 
ambassador to 
Great Britain. Instead, he replied: 
“Hay is 
the 
man 
who wrote 
•Little Breeches’” 
Loafing Around Throne 
Then the future U. S. ambassa­ 
dor to Great Britain recited from 
memory John Hay s famous poem, 
“Little Breeches,” the story of an 
Indiana youngster who got 
lost 
in a snowstorm when his team stam ­ 
peded and was finally found asleep 
in a haymow. The last stanza con­ 
cludes: 


•’How did he get thar? Angels. 
He could never have walked in 
that storm: 
They jest 
scooped 
down and 
toted him 
To whar it was safe and warm. 
And I think that saving a little 
child. 
And fetching him to his own. 
Is a darned sight better business 
Than loafing around the throne.” 


Little did the 23-year-old Gard­ 
ner dream, as he recited “Little 
Breeches” to that London han­ 
som driver, that 42 years later he 
was to be selected as he now de­ 
scribes it, to 
"loaf 
around the 
til rone .” 
The fact that Ambassador Gard­ 
ner has the sense of humor to tell 
this story on himself, however, in­ 
dicates that he will oome close to 
being another John Hay at the 
Court of St. James. 
Righting An OM Wrong 
Secretary of War Patterson has a 
long memory when it cornea to mis­ 
takes—especially if he makes them 
himself. When Patterson makes a 
mistake, he will do hit best to rec­ 
tify It. 


Probably It was a larky thing 
for Gl’s that Patterson palled 
a boner about Army discharges 
in a press conference on Guam. 
For, having made an error, Pat­ 
terson did his best to make It 
ap to the o r s and the special 
hoard to revamp the enate a l ­ 
tern was one recall. 


Earlier, the Army made a bad 
mistake 
on

planes. Major de Seversky, the hard­ 
hitting ex-Russian flier, had begged 
and implored the Air Corps to build

This backstage arrangement had 
been worked out GOP and Demo­ 
cratic leaders after Bilbo told Dixie 
colleagues he was “flat broke and 
in desperate need of hospitalization.” 
Both sides accepted the compromise 
in order to break a filibuster at Hie 
very opening of the 80th Congress. 
, Bilbo's 60 days "on the table" ex­ 
pires March 5 and he Is slated to 
appear in the Senate March 6 to 
take his oath and seat, something 
GOP leaders now find it expedient 
to postpone for at least another 30 
days. 
Sen. Robert A. Taft, Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on I .a bor 
and Public Welfare, has calculated 
that at just the time Bilbo Is due 
to appear, the Senate will be de­ 
bating major labor legislation which 
he very much wants the Senate to 
pass prior to March 31—the date 
on which John L 
Lewis’ 
strike 
“truce” expires. The last thing Taft 
wants at this time is a Bilbo fili­ 
buster. 
Therefore. Sen. Alben Barkley will 
ask and obtain unanimous consent 
to carry Bilbo on the payroll for 
another thirty days on the ground 
that another month is necessary for 
Bilbos recuperation.

Labor Law Foreseen To Make 
Private Ownership Workable

Both the big national labor or­ 
ganizations, CIO and AFL, oppose 
the labor legislation 
now being 
formulated, as a m atter of course. 
Of the two. AFL is more temperate. 
On past occasions, when the House 
made attempts to amend the Wan­ 
ner Act (all of which were frus­ 
trated), AFL recognized the need of 
modifying the Act. This does not 
alter AFL’a present deep concern 
about the legislation now being 
written. Its attitude, however, is not 
one of undiscriminating opposition 
to anything and everything Care­ 
fully stated objections by AFL to 
some details, such as the proposal 
to forbid the closed shop completely, 
will get open-minded consideration 
Iii Congress. 
Congress makes a distinction be­ 
tween AFL as a national body and 
the actions of some or its consti­ 
tuent unions. On two occasions Con­ 
gress has enacted statutes aimed 
directly to restrain practices of some 
AFL unions. Nor is the disposition 
in Congress to listen understanding­ 
ly to AFL reduced by the fact that 
Mr. John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers are now a part of 
that body. Actions of Mr. Lewis, 
•specially the strike last fall which 
the Administration regarded as a 
strike against the government, were 
a large part of the precipitating 
cause of the present legislation. But 
Congress thinks of Mr. Lew is as an 
individual, one who goes his own 
way and tries to be a law unto him­ 
self. So far as it associates Mr. 
Lewis with either of the big nation­ 
al organizations, it is more likely to 
remember that he was the organi­ 
zer of CIO and for five years its 
head. 
Early CIO Attitude Bitter 
Tile early attitude of CIO toward 
the proposed labor legislation was 
one of headlong hammer-and-tongs 
opposition. In January IV put out a 
letter by CIO Head Philip Murray, 
addressed to every member of Con­ 
gress. Heroin pa ny lug *» pamphlet to 
which CIO gave the title “The Drive 
Against Labor." The outgiving was 
dot till with M id i phrases as "legis- 
lullou to destroy American union­ 
ism," “false issues," “attack of re­ 
action,” “tactics of tyranny," “tissue 
of fabrications."

New Dealism Still Spreads Its 
Socialistic Aims Over Capital

WASHINGTON, Feb 5-Now that 
it seems apparent that there will 
be a substantial cutting of the fed­ 
eral budget, a significant controversy 
has arisen over the question of 
whether to make a flat percentage 
reduction in taxes or to graduate 
it so that the lower income groups 
will get tile maximum benefit. 
What is significant about it Is 
that New Deali>*m still spreads its 
socialistic flavor over the Washing­ 
ton scene. 
So many Washington­ 
ians, including some Republicans, 
have been indoctrinated with the 
idea that th# tax system should be 
used either for punitive purposes 
or to bring nearer the days of state 
socialism that the advocates of a 
free enterprise system and a sys­ 
tem of taxation primarily for rev­ 
enue purposes And themselves up 
against the same insidious propa­ 
ganda as was prevalent before the 
radicals were repudiated in the 11H6 
elections. 
The proponents of the graduated 
scale of reductions are sending forth 
the usual demagogic arguments that 
there are more vote* in the lower 
brackets and that the so-called 
“rich” would be too much benefitted 
bv a “straight across the board” cut. 
The reading public, who for the 
mast part do not know the facta 
about taxes in relation to business, 
are led to believe that there are 
no argumenta on the other side 
at all. 
During the war the incomes of 
taxpayers in the middle and upper 
brackets were cut proportionately 
deeper by taxes than those of any 
other group and It ta. therefore, only 
equitable that the relationship be­ 
tween rates should go back to the 
peacetime pattern 
Actual Amount Relatively Small 
Actually, the amount of money 
involved in a flat percentage reduc­ 
tion “straight acrass the board” is 
relatively small but the principle 
back of the idea of treating every­ 
body alike and removing the pen­ 
alties on thrift and enterprise is 
far more important. 
It Is to the interest of sponsors 
of state socialism and to the com­ 
munists to break down the private 
enterprise .system in America 
One 
way to do it is to destroy incentive 
and level off everybody’* Income so 
that when business expansion I* 
balked and there is depression the 
state steps in and. by “pump prim­ 
ing.” adds to the public debt, mak­ 
ing It possible for the administration 
which hands out the money to con­ 
tinue in power and pursue revolu­ 
tionary schemes 
Ever since the New Deal began in 
1933, the tax system 
has been 
abused. It has been utilized to per­ 
secute the successful and to penalize 
leadership. There were times when 
even the language of Hie advocates 
of governmental intervention in pri­ 
vate affairs was unashamedly the 
language of “revolution,” In which 
the end is supposed to justify the 
means. 


The national capital still contains, 
inside and outside of government, 
the devotees of New De altun who 
look askance at the idea or treat­ 
ing rich and poor alike, not only on 
taxes but in the courts C'!a»« preju­ 
dice is so deeply ingrained that I

Tile number of persons who derive 
their incomes from clipping coupons 
Is too small to be a factor in de­ 
ciding a broad policy of incentives 
as against those who earn their In­ 
comes themselves. 
It Is being said in some quarter* 
that when the Republicans reduced 
the surtaxes in the 1920 s a boom 
ensued and a terrible depression

new incentives. Actually also, the 
panic of 1929 was to a large extent 
the result of the speculation of the 
little fellow in the markets and was 
due to the fact that there were no 
laws to control effectively the iasu 
ance and sale of securities.

State Forester Joseph P. Kaylor 
said :•?>«*erdftv that plans are tX'im; 
m ade to handle anticipated record­ 
breaking crowds in state parks dur­ 
ing the coming season, and that tile 
F .-resin* Departm ent has asked the 
alate Jar $20,000 with which to take 
care of the park system tor the 
next two years. 
Kaylor said tile amount would be 
u^ec tor paying guards and other 
personnel 
necessary 
to 
maintain 
ar.d peace the park areas. 
With an appropriation of this 
amount, Kaylor said his department 
w.. be in a position to carry out its 
obligation in regard to aute parks 
a* unposed by law. 
I! funds are not furnished it may­ 
be necessary- for the Commission of 
fit ate Forests and Parks to revert to 
a parking fee as a means to obtain 
needed fund*. Kaylor said. Several 
years ago, in the absence of such 
rands, the commission established a 
fee of SO cents for parking on state 
recreational areas. Since four or five 
persons ordinarily visit these areas 
in a single car, the charge would 
have amounted to hardly more than 
ter. cents per person.

would be compared with the actual 
performance. 
The Blue Book made public a 
great many things not generally 
known outside tile trade. Among 
other things, it listed the promises 
made by broadcasters to devote 
a specified number of hours to the 
broadcasting of news, good music, 
discussion of public isstles and to 
live local talent. These unprofitable 
programs were the price the broad­ 
caster agreed to pay in exchange 
for a lease on a chunk of public 
air, which belongs not to the broad­ 
caster or to the government, but 
to you and m e—tile listeners. 


The performances listed side by 
side with these promises were un­ 
appetizing. Instead of the church 
programs, the discussion of public 
issues, the live local talent, the 
stations presented hour after hour 
of regarded Bing Crosby, intersper­ 
sed in th appeals from the Bon Ton 
Department Store and manufac­ 
turers of head ac lie powders. 
The Blue Book was the first time 
the F.C.C. has ever showed its mus­ 
cles and threatened to use them 
It gave the broadcasters a bad case 
of the Jitters from which they have 
not yet fully recovered. Listeners, 
even those who were not entirely 
happy about government Interfer­ 
ence in radio, were heartened at the 
idea that nome of radio’s worst ex 
cesses might be curbed. Well, a 
year has passed and it is high time 
to inquire into the effect of the 
Blue Book on radio programming 
Unhappily, there haven’t been 
any effects. The F.C.C. has not 
followed any of the policies it en­ 
unciated in the Blue Book and the 
prospects of these policies ever be­ 
ing carried out are dimmer than 
ever. The commission has continued 
with the routine business of re­ 
newing licenses as if it never heard 
of their own document. Not a 
single license has failed to be re­ 
newed. Among the radio stations 
whose licenses to broadcast were 
renewed were two. one in Los An­ 
geles. the other in San Antonio, 
Texas, both of which

Juvenile Home 
Problem To Be 
Viewed By Board 


Two members of the Allegany 
County Board 
of 
Commissioner*. 
in telephone conversations with the 
News last night commented on the 
situation 
created 
yesterday 
over 
publicity given the plight of the 
Fasenbaker 
children, 
after 
their 
parents were sentenced to serve six 
months each for neglecting their 
family. 
Commissioner Charles N. Wilkin­ 
son. Jr., president of the Board, 
said he had read .newspaper ac­ 
counts and realized that this is a 
deplorable condition, when 
small 
children must be placed in the 
County Jail for lack of other fad 
titles. . 
He said he recalls that the a u te 
Legislature passed a bill authoris­ 
ing the county to sell bonds up to 
$100,000 for the purpose of provid­ 
ing a Juvenile Home. But he ex­ 
plained the Mil was passed in 1943, 
during the war, and the county 
has done no building, and consider­ 
ed no building since then, because 
of shortage of materials and gen­ 
eral conditions. 
Wilkinson stated 
that he would prefer to make no 
further statement until the entire 
Board had discussed the problem 
and said. “I will bring it up at 
our meeting Friday.” 
Commissioner James Holmes also 
referred to- the fact that the bond 
issue bill for the home was passed 
in 1943 during the war and the 
county has been unable to get mat­ 
erial for building since. .He declar­ 
ed that the condition aa published 
in the papers is an unfortunate one 
and ventured the opinion. ”1 don’t 
think sending able bodied men to 
Jail for failure to care for their 
children is a good answer. They 
ought to be made to work and sup­ 
port their family like most people 
have to do. Situations like this just 
put their responsibilities on other 
people.” 
Commissioner 
Holmes ’ said 
he 
realizes it is the children who suf­ 
fer most in circumstances of this 
hind, 
and he 
also believes 
the 
county must take steps to avoid, 
if possible, 
a repetition of such 
situations. 
He explained the board’s failure 
to proceed with building or acquir­ 
ing a Juvenile home as due to gen­ 
eral conditions brought about by 
the war. He recalled that the previ­ 
ous Board had discussed the prob­ 
lem on Several occasions but could 
not build at that time. 
Holmes expressed the opinion that 
“with the rigid requirements of the 
state on institutions of this kind, it 
would be impossible to build any­ 
thing adequate with $100,000 under 
present costs.” 
He stated that there had been 
consideration given to building 
wing or addition to the County In­ 
firmary to care for juveniles, but 
this program had also been aban­ 
doned by the war. 
Commissioner 
Holmes said 
the 
Board would probably study the 
situation and see what can be work­ 
ed out. There are many problems In­ 
volved. he concluded, but the little 
children must not be permitted to 
suffer, if anything will prevent it. 
An effort was made to reach 
Commissioner William H Lemmert 
the new member of the present 
board, but he could not be contacted 
by telephone.

The act. passed late In 1933 after 
repeal, is defended by the State 
with the contention that the busi­ 
ness of determining facts and hold­ 
ing hearings to make decisions on 
granting 
of 
licenses is a Judicial 
task., 
% 
Eldred A. Cromwell, who sought 
a license for the Elda Inn on Brad­ 
dock 
Road 
near 
Cumberland, 
brought the appeal after his appli­ 
cation for a license was rejected by 
the Allegany Circuit Clerk and that 
action was upheld by the Circuit 
Court. 
The law passed In the 1933 special 
session provides that Allegany liq­ 
uor licenses, other than to clubs, be 
limited to one for each 1,500 popu­ 
lation. 
It also stipulated that the Circuit 
Court, after an application is re­ 
ceived. must hold a hearing on the 
matter. 
Robert Jackson. Allegany Circuit 
Clerk, had declined to accept Crom­ 
well's application on the ground no 
more licenses could be granted. 
Cromwell then asked the Circuit 
Court for a writ compelling the is­ 
suance and for a Judgment holding 
the 1933 Act unconstitutional. The 
lower court dismissed his applica­ 
tion. 
On appeal, the plaintiff through 
his attorney*. Edward J. Ryan and 
F. Neal Parke, told the Appellate 
Court, that under the 1933 law: 


“There 
Is not a single power 
granted nor duty 
imposed 
winch 
could not be fully and completely 
discharged by an excise commission­ 
er, liquor license board or official, 
“The creation of an office or a tri­ 
bunal to discharge duties Involving 
the determ ination of facts does not 
make the office or tribunal a judi­ 
cial one. 
If this were not true, the 
distinction between executive and 
Judicial power would vanish for any 
executive or adm inistrative officers 
who have to decide questions of fact 
and of policy in the discharge of 
their duties.” 
Attorney General Hall Hammond, 
assisted in the case by William C. 
Walsh, D. Lindley Sloan and Mor­ 
gan C. Harris, argued: 
“The act requires the judges of 
the 
Circuit 
Court 
for 
Allegany 
County to determine a number 
of 
facts, and to also use judicial dis­ 
cretion in determining whether or 
not to direct the clerk of court to 
issue a liquor license. 
“In the first place, a hearing is 
required on each application, regard­

raised the issue th at limiting the 
number of licenses is invalid but did 
not mention it in the appeal.
